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Luminous Meteors.

The cipal remarkable feature of the
gro-ball of the 7th of Oetober, 1868, was fjta
yast volume—much larger than that of any
other metleor seen for many years. Two other
gircnmstances appeared also to be of sowe
importaut interest, viz.:-——1. The immense
distanec to which the series of detonationa
was heard over an aven of more than 190
miles in width, incomparably surpissing the
distance to which the longest olaps of thunder
or the diughurgno-_ of the largest eannons can
be heard. If, moreover, the statenients of
the majority of the obsorvers may be trusted,
the interval betwoen the barsting of the me-
teor and the sound of the report was so great
that the ~phenomenon = mnst have taken
place at o pmdi!fionu height. Toss than five
minutes cannot be allowed, on the most mode-
rato estimation, from the explosion of the
meteor to the sound of the reporl, and ’lhm
would imply a distanceof more t.hap 60 miles,
Taking into #secount the 111rn¢].|un of the
meteor 08 seen by the observers, it would Dbe
difficnlt to admit a hf‘.lg,;l.ll of less than 44
sniles.  T'his height confidently within the
limits which it wonld e necessary to nesign

ratus, it is simply a rotort containing white
marble, the neck of which, by means of a
tube, is connected with n peedle that moves
a dial-plate. Under the influence of the heat
the marble is decomposed and the earbonie
acid set at liberty. Enech temperature is
rigorously characterized by the tension which
the gas takes when produced: the result of
the entire series of experlionts proves that
it is sufficient to meonsore this tension, in
order to obtain with precision the tempera-
ture sought for.
The Darwinian Theory.

At the lrst meeting of the British Associa.
tion for the Advancement of Setense, soveral
papers were read upon the Darwinian Theory.,
Home of the writers handled without gloves
this hypothesis of the descent of species, with
modifications throngh uatnral selection.  The
most striking of thesa papors was entitled
“‘Man vs, the Animals;heingn Connter-Theory
to Mr, Darwin's as to the Origiu of Species,’

lJ}’ Archdeacon Frecman, The author said
that the ¢uestion raised by Darwin was
already an international one. In Eagland

great names ranged themsalyes on oithar side;
mn France, Ee Quatrefages, Langs! and othors
disallow the theory; while in Gennnny, Fritz
Mullen and Frasckel w ;u';ni", espouse 16, Pt
what is wanted is a compact counter-theory,
acconnting for all the phenomena on which
Darwin's rests, while free from the difli.
culties which beset it. It is nod enough to
allege objections, however serions, Mr. Darwin
confesses to them, but believes them tobe not
inguperable. Now, there is a very auncient
view, entertained by Plato, aud countlenancal,
to say the least, by Seripture, as to the pro-
©oess or order according to which the produc-
tion of the world, the animal world included,
took place in the Divine working. It is that
certain ideals pre-existed, and that after these
the creatures were formed. Man certainly
was oreated after n pre-existing image, that
of God himeelf, And of the higher animals,
the lion, the ox; the eagle, we seem to be dis-
tinetly told that the ideal existed before in
the form of the cherubim,  And man is there
exhibited a8 on a par with thew, and they
with him. Espeoially, itis said that they
wére, in cerfain respects, anthropomorphous,
They all bad the likeness of & mwan, and the
fage and the hands of a man (Ezekiel i.,

b, 8, 10). And their employment is de-
scribed in the Revelutions, iv., v., as that
of conjointly glorifying God. Now, this

mysterious representation only shadows forth
with marvellons aconracy what scionce and
observation teach us sbont the higher ani.
mals,  They are anthropomorphous; their or-
ganizetion, limbs, digitation, expression, in-
telligence, emotions, all are intensely human,
But, whereas Darwin wonld account for this
by supposing & ecommon descent and slow
graduation of the species with each other,
wae are thus helped to a widely different view,
The purpose of all being to nnite with man
in glorifying God, whether by the exercise
of common powers of action, foeling, and
intelligence, or by niding him, it is per.
fectly natural that they should have had im-
pressed op them from the fivst p common
type, both of bodily and mental vrgonization.
It is an ennobling badge of brotherhood be-
tween crentures serving in their degrees the
same purpose. #Fhe sum is then, the species,
or great orders however, were created al
once, a8 the Bible tells us, but with an
affinity and nuiformity of which a very sufll-

CONTINENTAL CLUBS.

———
Hoaw they nre Cendocted,

Probably the three best clubs on the Con-
tinent (says the Pall Mall (Guzctte) are the
Cercle Imperial in Parig, the Club Anglais at
St. Petersburg, and the Nobles' Club in the
Hermn Gasse st Vienna; but none of these can
in any way be compared with the larger
political and literary clubs of London. The
Paris cluba ronke the nearest appronch to the
English; for one may breakfust and dine
there, smoke, read the papers, play billiards,
and pass one's evening at whist, DBal here
the points of similarity end, In every other
respoct save those just mentioned, an English
and a French ¢lub are aa unlike as possible,
The class of men to whom the English club
is sucli a boon, that is, the bachelor who has
but o few hundreds a year, is rarcly scen in a
Poris ¢lub,  DBarristers, artists, officers, jour-
nalists, and professional men generally, spend
their leisnre hours at the cafe. They look
upon the clubs as something oo extravagant
Iu'.t_.l expensive for incomes less than tifty
thoussud francs a year, and they are not
wrong

The members of Paris elubs are almost
all either bankers, stockbrokers, imperialist
depulies, sportsmen, diplomatists, general
officers or young noblemen, and a poor man
wonld not know what to do in such company.,
The s«ubscription is very high, ranging be-
tween #00 francs (£32) aud 1000 franes, and
the number of members is small, the good
¢lubs seldom adwmitting mwore than 150, A
strong Frecmasonry exists between the mem-
bers. They bow to each other in the streets,
they tnlk to one another when they mect, and
on New Yenr's Day they leave eards upon
each other, As Parigion c¢lnbs are never mon-
ster buildings, such as thosé we have in Lon-
don, but merely Inrge suites of apartments,
the mwembers ave thrown very much together,
The conversations in the rooms usnally be-
come general, and when the gambling begins,
ns it mostly does towards miinight three or
four tiwes n week, those who do not feel in-
clined to join go bome to hed,

It is this systematic gambling which lias
earned such a very bad name for the Paris
clubs, many of which have become of liate
years regular private guming housss, They
are even more dangerous than the casinos of
Germouy, forin French colubs the mambars
are not obliged to play with ready monay;
they gamble *‘sur parcle,” and lose sams
which appear ineredible. In 1566 a young
viscount lost 300,000 franes (£1G.000) at his
¢laly in one evening playing baccarat, His
relatives complained to the Empress, aud the
prefect of police inlfllrllit'.h.':ii bacearat, bhat thae
gambling continued as farionsly as ever with
other kinds of games, Two years ngo the mem-
